The Expert class looked like a 
National. All three '72 National winners f

were entered, both of the '71 Ascot 
National winners were there, two 
former Grand National Champions were 
on hand as well as the top two Juniors 
in the nation from last year. Most of all, 
the riders that dominated the entire 
National circuit were there and ready to 
go. Hateley, Roberts and Emde, the 
three National winners this year, were 
ready until Emde, the Daytona winner, 
broke down early in practice and did 
not compete. Hateley then clocked the 
second fastest time trial with Roberts 
sixth fastest. Neither rider was able to 
win his heat race. 

Both were in the second heat where 
Keith Mashburn, who has been looking 
for a win, any win, for many laps, upset 
the two new stars. Roberts was second, 
John third in the slowest of the four 
Expert five lap warm-ups. 

Sammy Tanner, starting his 16th year 
as a racing pro, upset the field in the 
first heat that included Frank Gillespie 
second, Mark Williams third and fast 
qualifier Dave Aldana, who ran fourth 
after crashing after the flag for fast time 
earlier in the night. 

Lawwill returned to Ascot action for 
the first time since '70 and it was 
altogether different as he could only 
pull a third place in the heat race behind 
winner Gary Scott and second place Mel 
Lacher. 

The fourth heat of the night was the 
hot one, pitting both of last year's 
Ascot National winners, Tom 
Rockwood and Mark Brelsford, in with 
"70 kingpin Gene Romero. The three 
rode as one most of the way with 
Romero a slight winner over Rockwood 
who re-passed Brelsford for second out 
of the last turn. 

The heats were all hot enough to 
eliminate from further competition 
name riders such as Don Castro, Terry 
Dorsch and Shorty Seabourne. Bob 


Bailey, on his privateer special, was the 
last qualifier and also failed to transfer

Brelsford and Aldana were the two 
riders who made the final by running 
one-two in the semi Main. Lawwill was 
eliminated with a third place finish as 
was Oregon’s Mark Williams who ran 
fourth. Hateley, Lloyd Houchins, Eddie 
Wirth and Rookie Ron Moore also fell 
by the wayside in the battle to reach the 
bucks in the final. 

Before the final it was the Trophy 
Dash as the first money payer. The four 
fastest were Aldana, Hateley, Scott and 
Rockwood. Tom Challenged Gary early 
but dropped back as the rookie held to 
the finish. Aldana moved up late for 
second. Hateley had his problems from 
the start and was a distant fourth. 

The Main Event opened with a bang 
and the bang was Mel Lacher who has 
been known in the past for trying to

win it all on the first lap. He zeroed the 
crashwall going onto the backstretch on 
the first lap.

Under the new rules this year an 
alternate can replace a rider in the final 
so Mert Lawwill moved in for Lacher on 
the restart. The new rule, proposed at 
the Congress by Lawwill, also states that 
the alternate will give most of his 
winnings to the rider he replaces. Lacher 
watched while Mert went out and ran 
ninth in a ten rider field. 

Romero jumped into the lead with 
Scott passing Mashburn for second on 
the second lap. The kid from Covina 
was trying to become only the second 
first time rookie to ever score the sweep 
on opening night, Dan Haaby did it on a 
BSA back in 1965. 

Scott moved his Triumph up behind 
Romero's Triumph by lap 9. They were 
side by side at the line on lap 10. Then 
Scott took over but the lead was to 
change a total of six times before the 
finish line with Scott in front for the 
win with one of the fastest 
regular-season Main Events in many a 
lap. 

Mashburn, Gillespie and Aldana held 
off late lap charges by Rockwood in a 
four-rider duel for third place. 
Brelsford, Roberts, Lawwill and Tanner 
brought up the rear of the pack to close 
out opening nite for the weekly Friday 
night half mile events. 

A lot of people were also waiting to 
see the new Juniors on the big bikes for 
the first time. They saw them but will 
have to wait until next Friday to see if 
one can win. 

Rex Barrat looked like a winner, 
posting the fastest Junior time trial on 
his Triumph but it ended there-for the 
former Utah rider that now lives in 
Pomona. 

Second year Junior Al Baker, also 
Triumph-mounted, was way down in 
time trials but came from the back row 
in the opening heat race to win and 
clock the fastest Junior heat race time. 
Barratt ran second. 

Last years'""two top NoWice riders, 












Steve Nichols and Scott Brelsford, had 
rough going all night. Nichols ran 
second in his heat behind Steve Snider. 
Brelsford appears to have trouble 
jumping from the smaller 250’s and was 
all over the race track in the heat race 
and topped it off by center-punching 
Gary Lozano on the last turn for the 
heat race win. 

Nichols came back to win the semi 
and then come from way back in the 
final to challenge Baker for the win on 
the last lap. Brelsford was a distant third 
with Lozano fourth and last year’s 
Novice TT ace Tom White running fifth. 

Since 1957 no out-of-state Novice has 
ever been able to come to Ascot and 
win the 250 Main Event. That all 
changed opening night when a rider by 
the name of Scott Erickson came all the 
way from Lewistown, Montana. Last 
March Erickson found his way to the 
Daytona short track races where he 
defeated over 150 Eastern Novices on 
the quarter-mile for a major upset. 

This time he headed for the fastest 
half-mile in the nation. He stopped off 
long enough to pick up a sponsor, Dick 
Kelm’s Buena Park Yamaha, and then 
put it on the California, Arizona and 
New Mexico riders. There was also two 
riders from New Jersey entered this 
time as well. 

He ran second in his heat race behind 
second-year Novice, Guy Bailey. In the 
final highly-regarded Rick Hocking from 
the North jumped to the front but gave 
up the lead on the fifth lap to Bailey. 
Erickson was off to a slow start but was 
up to third by lap three. 

Then Rick passed Hocking on lap 7 
and it was a near tie for the lead as the 
riders started the eighth and final lap. 
The smooth-running rider from the state 
that has no professional racing then 
scooted to the front on the last turn to 
win the final. In only two races this year 
the Montana cowboy has met and 
defeated every top Novice rider in 
America. Where do you go for an 
encore? Erickson will now call Ascot 
home base every Friday night. А

TAKE TO THE STREETS 

The purpose of this letter is to make 
a couple of suggestions concerning the 
fight against a helmet law in California. 
Those who choose to wear a helmet all 
the time don't need a law to make them 
do it, but they should still give us their 
support because of our common 
interest. First, to insure a hard-hitting 
letter writing campaign, Cycle News 
should ask all the motorcycle clubs to 
call a meeting of their members for the 
purpose of writing letters to California 
legislators. This way lots of letters 
would be written which might otherwise 





be put off. 

To make our protest visible to 
California legislators and perhaps to 
help in other states as well, our 


motorcycle press could call for and 
organize a ride on Sacramento. This 
could be a two day affair with riders 
converging on the capitol from all over 
the state. Street machines could be 
ridden all the way while desert bikes 
could be hauled in the usual manner to 
add to the impact. Big demonstrations 
seem to be the only language those 
tax-happy ------ understand, 

I believe that mandatory helmet laws 
are very discriminatory (and probably 
unconstitutional) in that they are aimed 
at a small, special segment of the 
population. And furthermore, since the 
vast majority of the people they do 
affect are demonstrably against them, 
how do such laws get passed in the first 
place? What it means to me is that the 
politicians obviously don't give a damn 
what we think. 

Let's try to find out if just laws are 
made through the consent of the 
governed. If our government has lost 
sight of that principle then it is our right 
and our duty (according to Thomas 
Jefferson) to make some changes.

MORE JUMP JUNK 

Reference a letter to the editor 
appearing in your paper about two 
weeks ago. Also it is noteworthy that 
the author elected not to sign his name 
as is customary for these type letters. 

The writer referred to the thought 
that Gary Davis and Rex Blackwell (Mel 
Larson's Flying Cycles) did not jump 
the 21 cars because of their position to 
the ramp. 

Due to the construction of the 
uprights on the ramp it was impossible 
to place all cars under the ramp. 
However, from take off to landing spot 
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the distance was 138 feet for Blackwell 
and 138.3 for Davis and had the cars 
been under or between or wherever, 
that distance certainly is equal to the 
width of 27 (NOT 21) Datsuns.

NIXON’S GAMBIT 

Not too long ago President Nixon 
issued his now-famous proclamation 
regarding off-road vehicles. One of the 
most significant items of the proposal 
was the time limit set: six-months for 
the first action. This is an absurdly short 
period of time in which to expect any 
well-established bureaucracy to produce 
any reasoned policy regarding anything. 
To expect the various bureaucracies that 
govern the nation’s land to come to 
grips with the immensely complicated 
problem of off-road vehicle use is rather 
fanciful even when viewed as an election 
year gambit. 

For those of you who don’t play 

chess, a gambit is a move in which one 
of the pieces, usually a pawn, is offered 
as a sacrifice for later and more 
important .gains. It's very effective 
against inexperienced opposition, but 
used against a good player, it can 
backfire and be very expensive. 
President Nixon has chosen to use the 
gambit as part of his re-election 
strategy. We are the pawn that is to be 
offered as a sacrifice in the hopes of 
winning the conservationist vote. 
. In chess it does not matter if the 
gambit pawn is taken or not. It is the 
act of offering that gains. President 
Nixon has engineered a good gambit. 
His proclamation is worded in such a 
way that if the conservationists want 
our blood, they can have it. If other 
things conern them more, or if they 
realize that we're a very minor threat, 
they can ignore the “gambit” pawn (us), 
but Tricky Dick still looks like a good 
guy because he offered it. Nixon is 
playing a strong if not very subtle game. 
However, we have an option that most 
chess pawns don't have. We can let him 
know that we don't like being offered as 
the sacrifice pawn, whether or not we're 
accepted, and we can cause him to lose 
the game. Let's teach him a bit about 
chess with our 5 million or so votes. 

In the meantime we have this 
proclamation to deal with. Right now 
I'm going to have to get rather subtle 
myself and hope that most of you will 
stay with me. The substance of this 
presidential directive is not bad at all. 
Land managers are directed — for the 
first time — to recognize off-road 
vehicles as a fact of life and include 
them in their management plans. What 
is wrong with the directive is its timing 
(nine months before the election), its 
timetable, and, most of all, its tone. 

Land managers have been told 
essentially to make provisions for 
off-road vehicles if they so desire, or 
exclude them if it seems preferable. The 
Directive implies that if the land 
managers decide to exclude off-road 
vehicles, they won’t be censured by the 
executive branch of the government. 
The timetable encourages them to 
exclude us because it is so short. 

Also you will notice that there are 
absolutely по funds, committed, 
implied, or even hinted. Suppose a 
manager wants to accommodate us, to 
build trails, or even to put up signs 
designating riding areas. What can he do 
with no funds? Fortunately, for the 
moment at least, this is a two-edged 
sword. While there are no funds 
available to help us, there are no funds 
available to enforce a nationwide 
closure either. 

Let’s look more closely at our 
chess-game parallel. Sometimes a player 
offers a gambit pawn and then belatedly 
realizes that he’s up against an opponent 
who is too strong, for him. He wishes he 
could take the move back. This isn’t 
permitted, either in chess or in real life. 
The only options open to him are to 
ignore the situation and hope for the 
best, or to defend the gambit pawn. 
This latter course usually works out 
very badly. Even if Nixon realizes he has 
made a mistake, my guess is that he is 
enough of a chess player to choose the 
former course and ignore the situation, 
but if he shows a weakness and attempts 
to defend us (the gambit pawn) we 
should not be taken in. He’s made a 
mistake that should cost him the game: 
let’s make sure that it does. Remember 
we don't matter to him. We're the 
sacrifice pawn. He may decide to defend 
us until the election, but then he might 
decide it is advantageous to attempt 
another gambit. A new player might 
have a bit more respect for his 
opposition. 

Whatever course Nixon takes and 
regardless of whether or not he is 
reelected, we are out in the middle, 

.caught in the crossfire of election 
politics and conservationist fervor. We 
had better do something to defend 
ourselves. It's reasonable to ask what are 
our associations doing? The answer is 
















that considering the size of the industry, 
precious damn little, as yet. 

I don't wish to be accused of 
overstating the case. The American 
Motorcycle Association, the Motorcycle 
Industry Council, and the California 
Motorcycle Industry Council have all 
done something. The AMA is initiating a 
political action workshop and has 
published some good articles in their 
magazine. The CMIC is supporting Russ 
Sanford, at least partially, and the MIC 
has done several things of some 
significance, one of which was to hire 
me to write a book on trail management 
which is desperately needed by both 
land managers and clubs. They 
instructed me to have it done before the 
President’s six month deadline comes to 
pass. They’ve also got some advertising 
going, of the “less sound, respect the 
earth" variety. All this is fine but it’s 
not nearly enough. 

At the root of the problem with all 
three organizations we find some clear 
similarities. Most apparent is lack of 
money. Many motorcyclists don’t 
belong to the AMA and many businesses 
don’t belong to the MIC and the CMIC. 
And some of those that nominally 
belong don’t pay their share. Without 
money nothing gets done. One of these 
days maybe Cycle News will amuse 
itself by. printing a list of all those 
businesses that either don't belong or 
haven't paid their dues. But that's not 
the = worst problem. Even those 
industries and companies that belong 
don't recognize the seriousness of the 
situation. They think that the MIC staff 
and a few jokers like myself will fix up 
everything and they can continue 
business as usual. Gentle readers, such is 
not the case. To wit: 

First is the business of noise. “Less 
sound, more ground” advertising is fine, 
but the manufacturers are responsible 
for the sound. You can’t ride a good 
quiet dirt bike if you want. There aren’t 
any made. And you can’t really quiet 
the one you've got with accessories 
because there aren't any adequate 
accessories. You can “take the edge off” 
and that’s certainly desirable but it’s 
nowhere near adequate. Bob Hicks, one 
of our more aware journalists, suggests 
that we aim for a maximum noise level 
of 76 db and this seems reasonable to 
me. But that’s about 16 db lower than 
what the industry currently has in mind. 
While we’re on the subject of noise, 
District 37 has had its noise law 
operating for almost a year now. It 
would seem that it’s time to create some 
standards and start enforcing it. What 
passes for a silencer on some bikes is a 
real joke. 

On the noise question, I haven't 
singled out any manufacturers because 
they're all about equal in being a long 
way from acceptable. Hondas are fairly 
quiet but they haven't got any real 
competition bikes. Of the real 
competition bikes only Penton seems to 
be making a real effort. 

On another front, two companies 
seem to be doing their damndest to see 
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that the sport of trail riding dies right 
now, this year. They are Suzuki and 
Kawasaki, both of which are running ad 
campaigns which are offensive © to 
anyone with the slightest interest in the 
earth we’re inhabiting. In the course of 
my research for the trails book at least 
20 different people from forest rangers 
to motorcycle dealers have mentioned 
these two campaigns to me. Anybody 
remember the Sharps 105-45? Best gun 
in the world for hunting buffalo. 
They’re all in glass cases now and there’s 
a spot reserved for the bike that 
“conquers terrain” right next to them. 

Some of you may find campaigns like 
that to be refreshingly honest. 
"Conquering terrain", you might say, 
"that's really what it's all about, isn't 
it?" Well, yes and no. Can you see a 
distinction between the group that 
conquered Mount Everest and the group 
that conquered the buffalo? Conquering 
terrain is all right if you can do it 
without mutilating the terrain in the 
process, but that's not a distinction 
that's easily made to a nature lover who 
has a _ten-second exposure to a 
billboard. 

In the next Gambit we'll see what can 
be done to save trailriding from joining 
buffalo hunting in the happy hunting 
grounds. 


SPOONS' GAMBIT 

Last week one of our rival newspapers 
chose to identify me as one of their 
contributors, specifically as a 
contributor to a column called “The 
Hapless Spoon" or some such. Now as 
most of you probably know, this 
column is partly written, in a manner of 
‘speaking, by Mike Jackson, General 
Manager of Norton Villiers.

degraded. How many kids will have 
to be paralyzed from impossible 


attempts engineered by greedy 
managers before the government 
steps in and bans this kind of show? 

Those daredevils who aspire to 
Evel Knievel’s tax bracket should 
follow the example set by Bobby 
Gill, his first proselyte. Gill makes 
no claims of phony records, and 
doesn’t allow his promoters to, 
either. He jumps over objects — 
cars, motorcycles — and works on 
“cleaning up his act” as they say in 
showbiz. Over the years Gill’s 
audiences increase and his income 
rises steadily. He is a real credit to 
the sport. 

Davis and Blackwell have worked 
out a fine variation in their act, by 
jumping simultaneously from 
opposite directions.

They planned to meet in one are and 
start searching as soon as it was light 
enough to. see... The’ БНеш а 
Department, headed by Sgt. Jim Hicks 
and his deputies were there along with 
Jeep Posses from the local area and 
when the U.S. Marines heard the call, 
they sent over a jet chopper. The 
Sheriff’s chopper is quite small and 
vibrated badly hampering clear ground 
visibility but the big search and rescue 
Marine jets can “spot a jackrabbit in 
brush". 

The Rescue Three team went onto a 
twenty minute alert when they received 
the word, and when it was decided their 
services were definitely needed they 
were out and in position within one 
hour, big Command Post and all.

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Joe enry may not have much of a lead

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., April 9, 1972 
— Sacramento’s Joe Henry put together 
one of the finest performances an 
indoor rider could possibly do and clean 
sweeped a mighty field of riders at the 
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Cow Palace during the International 
Sport Cycle Exposition, Cycle '72. The 
mighty Joe Henry has had an extensive 
background of indoor fame, without the 
fortune, but surpassed anything he had 
ever attempted today with his first 
trophy dash win and his first major 
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victory on the indoor circuit. Some may 
remember Joe in his Yamaha Silver Cup 
performance at Long Beach in 1970 
when he sat on the pole as a Junior and 
took a second when Jim Odom made 
him just a little nervous and got by. He 
also won a Consolation event at the 
Yamaha Silver Cup races in Jan. ’71 at 
the Madison Square Garden, but 
nothing that wiuld compare with the 
performance he displayed today. 

“I didn’t have a lot of confidence in 
myself when I started, but I got better 
along the way.” Joe Henry has always 
been one of the best short trackers in 
Northern California Sportsman. racing 
and in the past three years has made an 
impressive greeting to the professional 
racing circuit. 

The dirt brought into the arena of the 
Cow Palace was well used for the entire 
week of show activities and by race time 
Sunday morning, was showing signs of 
distinctive wear with ruts and holes 
appearing regularly. This could be 
attributed to the. Speedway bikes that 
ran earlier in the week to a good Bay 
Area crowd., but the nearly 4,000 
spectators fọr today were really ready 
for a dirt track indoor and were well 
treated with spectacular feet-up slides 
that one normally can only see from 
afar at half-miles and miles. Despite the 
holes, the action was the greatest and 
the talk is now about more indoor dirt 
races. 

When the 120 plus riders signed in for 
the days $2,100 meet, the programwas 
to have been a progressive qualifying 
heat, but with the large amount of 
entrys, referee Walt Masterson changed 
the show to a qualifying on the clock 
one and the results were rather 
astounding. Turning in the fastest time 
of the day was Dave Aldana on the 
Dallas Baker Ossa with a heavy 11.696. 
Henry was the only other close rider 
with an 11:701. 

Coming off a recent win at Portland 
and qualifying eighth fastest was H-D 
factory ace Mark Brelsford and in the 
first heat Mark did a super number of 
laps on the outside cushion for the win 
over Aldana and brother Scott. The two 
Harley sprint riders seemed well in 
control and went on to a one-two win in 
the semi that seemed to set them up for 
a cert&in outstanding performance in 
the 15-lap Main. 

Doing a splendid job in the second 
heat was Don Castro on the Golden 
West Montesa. Castro is another of the 
seasoned scrambles racers that ran 
around this area some years back doing 
all sorts of strange racing that makes the 
Northern California guys hard to 
compete with. 

Bob Scally easily won the last heat 





with some great holding on that left his 
arms nearly seized from the bumps. 
Nick Theroux pulled in a well deserved 
second after having to wait some three 
months to mend a broken ankle from an 
indoor at San Jose. 

The first semi was a Harley benefit 
with both Brelsfords doing absolutely 
great feet-up slides on the outside that 
kept the fans on the edges of their seats. 
The second was easily as easy for 
Bultaco aces, Joe Henry and Bob Scally. 
This was to set the pace for the Main 
and proved to be an eye-opener for one 
and all. 

During the break between races, the 
assembled were inspired with some great 
trials exhibition that Bob Tyson of San 
Jose handily. won. The Spanish Cup 
presented by a member of the Spanish 
consulate of San Francisco was a great 
gesture. The Silver Cup was indeed a 
treasure. 

Nick Nazzisi led off the ten lap 
consolation but succumbed to a case of 
the nervous Novices and was passed by 
Jim Foley and Expert Russ Powell 
before the checkered fell. In the heat 
Nazzisi was running a strong fifth in a 
transfer spot in front of Jim Rice but a 
slight glance over the shoulder saw the 
veteran Expert and Nick was relagated 
to the Consolation, as were many other 
notables that are normally seen running 
the Main. 

The 15 lap Main was a real thriller 
and just goes to prove that short track 
racing is growing quite well. Bob Scally 
led off Mark Brelsford on the first start 
but after two laps, Bob Goodman hit a 
falling rider, necessitating a restart. 
Scally led off the inline restart but it 
was Joe Henry who got the jump from 
inside Brelsford and came off the first 
turn in the first spot. From there he. 
merely stretched the lead out and took 
the money and the checkered from 
starter Hoy Odom. On the second 
restart lap Scott Brelsford got a banzai 
charge going and nearly got under Scally 
for the pass but high-sided off Ex 
Bultaco and was relegated to the rear of 
the pack. Mark Brelsford held onto 
third for the distance with Don Castro 
putting on the pressure at the close. Bill 
Morgan, Jim Rice, Bob Goodman and 
Rick Hocking all put on a great display 
of pacing in between laps and the 
finishing order remained the same. 

If this racing is any indication of the 
potential of indoor dirt type racing, 
then more shows of this caliber should 
be considered. Despite the duration of 
different racing each day and night, 
Harry Oxley has to be congratulated for 
keeping the track in reasonable 
condition.

BEND, ORE., April 2, 1972 — Today 
marked the opening of a new motocross 
track in Central Oregon. This track is 
one of three CMC (California Motosport 
Club) tracks in the state of Oregon. 

The weatherman really cooperated 
for this event. He came across with rain 
on Saturday, and a hot sunny day for 
Sunday. I saw quite a few sunburned 
bodies running around by late Sunday 
afternoon. The rain Saturday and 
watering efforts of the track owners 
held the dust down. The track has a 
buried sprinkler system, but could not 
be used because of lack of water.

‘edge over 250  Maico rider Rick 
Limbeck and managed to beat Limbeck 
to the first corner in all three motos. In 


the first and third moto, Limbeck had 
to be content with following Allen 
around, as his 250 just could not stir up 
enough beans to pass the 400. The 
second moto was a different story 
however, as Allen overshot the first 
corner and Limbeck got the lead and 
steadily pulled away from Allen. 

Most riders enjoyed the new track, 
which is a spectators delight. The track 
is plainly visible from any location and 
the eight jumps and four holes make for 
plenty of action. Overnight camping are 
among future plans for Deschutes Cycle 
Park, but in the meantime camping is 
available at Tumalo State Park or 
Kampgrounds of America near the 
track. 

I rode the track, and found it to be 
fun and very physically demanding. 
Next time, I hope to see more riders 
show up, as more riders mean more fun. 

Out of 10 first place trophies 
awarded, six went to Redmond Oregon 
riders. These Redmond riders are pretty 
proud of themselves, and asked me to 
issue a challenge to Willamette Valley 
riders to come over and try to beat 
them. Also any vacationing California 
riders are invited to give these boys a 
try.

Tom Simpson, still another member 
of the American Can-Am riding squad, 
displayed a super talent on a well 
prepared CZ from Ted Evans 












Motorcycles, as he outsped the crew 
which was airing the big-bore bikes. 
Though an elite member of the moto 
Pros — Tom was entered strictly as an 
exhibition races. He, nonetheless, did 
create more racket than hell walking 
barefooted on a platform, while stuffing 
dirt and exhaust fumes down the 
throats of Experts.

DMV LIFTS BULTACO BAN 


Bultaco has achieved compliance with 
the Vehicle Code limits for motorcycle 
noise limits. As a result, the Dept. of 
Motor Vehicles is again accepting 
vehicle registration applications for new 
Bultaco motorcycles. 


On January 28th, the DMV notified 
it’s branch offices throughout California 
that they were 10 immediately 
discontinue issuing ^ registration 
certificates or certificates of ownership 
(title only) for any new Bultaco 
motorcycles. This edict was issued 
because some models failed to meet the

cannot be registered. The DMV’s 
decision was to apply the restraint to all 
Bultaco motorcycles, regardless of how 
or where it was to be used or ridden. 

The DMV decision to withhold 
registrations came through written 
request of the California Highway Patrol 
as the result of four months of repeated 
tests on several Bultaco models. Several 
Bultaco teams worked incessantly to 
discover the right answer for 
compliance. Relief finally came through 
adoption of a new silencing system 
developed by Mr. Chuck Raudman of 
Skyway Silencers, Pacoima, Calif. 
Bultaco reports that an insert type 
silencer has also been developed by Mr. 
Raudman for purposes of being fitted to 
new machines currently sitting in 
dealer’s showrooms. 

Follow-up with CHP reveals that as a 
result of complaints from the field, 
motorcycle noise testing programs are 
continuing.

Why do men want to go fast? Who 
can answer that one? Ask Don Vesco 
about his Bonneville streamliners or 
Dick Mann about his road racers, what 
about J.N. Roberts and desert racing? 
These people have been asked and their 
answers are varied: thrill, competition, 
to work with fine machinery then watch 
and feel the result of their efforts. 
Different answers for the forms of cycle 
racing. 

Why would anyone want to race for 
less than ten seconds, go only 1320 feet 
and travel at speeds up to and exceeding 
150 miles per hour? What would such a 
nut ride? Obviously, this is the still 
all-too-obscure sport of motorcycle drag 
racing. 

One of the best and certainly one of 
the fastest and quickest gas drag bike 
riders is Bill Hahne of the Action Fours 
racing team. Hahne pilots the new but 
already legendary "2-by-4", the twin 
engine, eight cylinder Honda. 

Bil is currently the world's fastest 


human on a gas burning two-wheel 
quarter mile motorcycle. 
How does he do it? Well he doesn't! 
The question is: "how do they do it?”

Without the aid of his partners in 
business and racing, it couldn’t be done. 
With Bill in this effort are his three 
partners, Jim Dickenson, Fred Stepp 
and Bruce Barnes. Together these men 
own a handful of records and a few of 
the more unique motorcycles in the 
world and drag racing. 

First and foremost in the stable is the 
already mentioned ‘2-by-4”. The bike 
sounds so simple. However, don’t let 
first impressions fool you. The bike can 
be described as a moving powerplant. 

Not so you say? What about the 
frame and seat and such? This cycle 
weights 465 pounds and, of that, the 
frame wieghs 29 pounds, give another 
40 pounds for fenders and wheels, and 
what you have left is two modified CB 
750 Honda motors. In others, a moving 
powerplant. 

I asked Bill Hahne what it is like to 
ride such a powerful beast. This is 
probably the only serious answer 
received from him the whole morning. 
His reply, “It rides beautifully. With all 
that weight, it is a very smooth ride. It 
has a lot of power to make up for the 
extra weight.” 

Just how much power is “a lot?” 
Would you think 200 ponies enough?

the potential of the engines is not being 
used. Jim says, “These engines are only 
836cc. We can go up another 500cc" 
(250 each). 

To understand how it will produce all 
this power, it is necessary to get down 
to details. 

This is what has been done. 

To begin with, the heads have been 
ported and polished by Branch 
Flowtronics. This work would be in itself 
wasted if the valves hadn’t received a 
similar re-working. 

The rocker arms and pushrods are 
lightened and have had such 
incredible job of polishing and working 
over, that they are beautiful enough to 
hang on the wall and just look at! Credit 
for the cam goes to Kenny Harman; it's 
an “F” grind cam. 

The next item is a thing Honda Four 
owners have come to know well, rods. 
The stock Honda rods have been a weak 
spot in an otherwise well built machine. 
To break a rod means losing the cases 
which in turn means you join the $500 
club. That's right, it costs that much 
every time you throw a rod. 

So what does the “2-by-4” utilize? 
Stock rods! To alleviate the problem of 
the weak spots, Action Four simply 
balanced and polished the stock item 
and have yet to blow a single rod. This 
is amazing when you consider that other 
racing Hondas are using specially built 
or very modified rods. 

“There is a lot of unnecessary work 
done on some Honda Fours. If the 
motor is put together properly, there is 
no need for all the exotic 
modifications.” Results speak louder 
than words and the Action Four team 
has yet to take the ‘2-by-4” out to 
lunch, 

The piston is a high performance 
item with an 11.5 to 1 compression 


.ratio. 


There is a great deal of secrecy 
surrounding the crank shaft and its role 
in connecting the two motors. 

This is a big question about the cycle, 
how are the engines joined? Action 
Fours answers varied from “In the 
middle", to these replies by Bill Hahne: 

"Would you believe an aborigine? 
String? Oscar Meyer weiner wrappers? 
Or perhaps that even we don't know?" 

Either this is a very lame crew, or 
they won't tell their secret. 

The author proudly points out here 
that this didn't affect his reporter's will 
to “tell it all”. With bulldog 
determination and devilish trickery the 
author attempted another go at the 
mysterious black box that joins the two 
Honda Fours together. 

How old is the aborigine? Does he 
work for Diamond Chain Company? 
Isn’t Hy-Vo owned by Oscar Meyer? 
This and more to no avail. 

Just when it seemed no longer worth 
fighting to see, Bill Hahne offered this 
tidbit '* Course for $500 you can take a 
one second peak". Thanks, Bill. 

A surprisingly stock clutch, a little 
re-worked, is found on the scooter. This 
item can be bought by any rider that 
wants to stop at the Action Four shop. 

The motor breathes through stock 
28mm carbs. Total fuel capacity of the 
rig is three quarts. Most of this fuel is 
consumed in a single run! It takes five 
quarts of oil to keep things slippery. To 
cut down weight, a total loss ignition 


'system is employed. A tuned exhaust 


system is utilized that was designed and 
built by Action Fours. 


How long jittook to.put the rig 


together in a runable form makes all the 
previous information seem rather sad by 
comparison. One frame, two modified 
Honda Fours, and all the trimmings 
took exactly 14 days! 

As Jim pointed out, the bike was far 
from fully finished. It was a real tape 
and bailing wire affair. 

On the first run down the track there 
was water in the gas. Only five cylinders 
worked, resulting in a 11.30 run. 
Cleaning out the fuel lines and tank 
yieled an incredible run of 10.16 ona 
national record of 9.99! The motors 
were checked out and found to be 
A-OK. Final run of the day was a 
sub-record 9.96 second pavement 
scorcher. 

Successive outings saw even better 
times and speeds. A 9.90 came first. 
Then a clocking of 9.88 was turned in 
just a week before a national at Lions 
Drag Strip. A week after this run the 
Action Four team made history by 
running an unbelievable 9.72 seconds! 

I should point out here that records 
can be set only at a national record 
meet. There are few such meets in the 
year for motorcycles. 

On Saturday of the national, all 
records would be open. Ron Fringer on 
a Harley had run a 9.96 in the Atco, 
New Jersey meet. Would the Honda pull 
through?

national: 

“\.Had a big party and got righteously 
drunk the night before...Almost didn’t 
make the track in time to get in enough 
runs to sort out the bike...Had a 
hangover that was as big as an 
elephant...As I sat there on that 
throbbing power house...I knew that the 
Harley riders were hearing their death 
bell...By the time the sun had set and 
my mind had cleared and in the last 
forty minutes of qualifying we made 
history by setting a new NHRA and 
world gas-powered motorcycle record 
by going 9.57 and 146.34 miles per 
hour." 

The other Action Four bikes were, in 
one case, setting a new record, and in 
the other, breaking the brakes and 
having to quit. These two other bikes 
are the B-gas drag bikes that broke and 
the new C-gas record holder that turned 
10.73 and 124.30 mph. 

What are the results of“ this 
unprecedented win for Honda? Leading 
drag bike writer. and editor Cook 
Neilson said. “All the Harley guys are 
going nuts". While the author was there 
talking to one of the Milwaukee 
contingent, the rider disclosed plans for 
twin big-inch Harley in one bike. 

The Action Four team isn’t really too

worried though because, as was 
previously mentioned, they can go to 
"hotter" motors. Also a hint . was 


dropped that after a few more lowerings 
of their own national record, their plans 
include going to nitro-methane as the 
fuel. Bill Hahne said the gasser is 
possibly capable of the high eight 
second bracket runs. 

Another project that many will hear 
about in the weeks to comeis the newly 
built, Honda 4-500 Four. This bike has 
turned in the 12.50s and is going to do 
better. The final teaser passed out by 
Hahne was the possible three engine 
500. The new bike will be called the 
3-by-4. 

Action Fours is confident that the 
*"2-by-4" will be obsolete within the 
next six to eight months so new projects 
will soon&be' seen. Look:out. ares

fantastic improvement over, Willow 
Springs. As one of the promoting club 
members put it, “Rocks? Oh yeah, if we 
found any, we just threw them off the 
course”. One rider claimed that the 
course was the “best damned Grand 
Prix course" that he had ever ridden. 

The location, of course, was the 
world famous Muntz Cycle Park located 
on the edge of Moorpark. The terrain is 
virtually rock free and features some 
good up and down hill racing, as well as 
a good sized sand wash and two water 
crossings. 

The 100 Novices started the day, on 
schedule. Over 100 of the little bikes 
charged onto the course with the 
enthusiasm that was to be shared by all 
riders. At no point did the little guys 
seem to have trouble with the huis or 
the sand. A few now wish that they had 
water proofed their scoots a little bit 
better. 

I noticed that most of the 
competitors belonged to desert clubs. 
This seems to be the way to go, 
especially if you have trouble on the 
back side of the course. I came across 
two members of the Master Links who 
were feverishly working to switch 
wheels on their mounts. Jim Caudill lost 
fire after the first downhill. His riding 
buddy, Ken Ames lost the rear bearing 
and chain. By chance, it happened at 
the same spot. They put Jim’s wheel 
and chain on Ken’s bike, and Ken rode 
to a finish. Later, Ken returned and 
towed his benevolent benefactor back 
to the pits. 

About an hour and a half into the 
two hour race, the riders stopped 
coming by. Just like the race was over. I 
was in the extreme back section of the 
course at this time and noticed members 
of the 4- Aces re-routing the trail. 
Further investigation revealed one very 
indignant land owner overseeing the 
operation. First reports from Rescue 3 
indicated that he was armed and 
hopping mad. ‘Bout the time I got to 
him, he had calmed down considerably. 
Seems that part of the course clipped 
his property and he felt that “those 
damned cycles weren’t doin’ any good 
to my grazing land’’. Besides, it seems 
that he hadn’t given permission for the 
actual use of his property. 

The course now re-routed with 
everyone in their places now saw the 
250 Novices bonzai the first run. Over 
200 riders in the 250 Novice class were 
stuffed into the first tum. The first 
down hill looked like the suicidal trek 
of lemmings as they kept cascading over 
the crest into a‘massive pile of downed 
bikes and riders. They were everywhere.

Back to the first downhill. Only one 
rider there now. His street legal machine 
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is lying on its side,he'sstanding there, 
holding his shoulder looking confused — 
not. knowing what to do next. The 
familiar Rescue 3 truck bounds to a 
stop at the bottom of the hill and out 
comes the angel of mercy clad in red. In 
a very few seconds, a broken shoulder is 
diagnosed and field wrappings are 
applied. Incredibly, all is done with 
absolutely no pain to the injured man. 
The man is helped to the truck and back 
to the pits and friends. 

Early 250 Novice leader Todd West 
had to quit after only one lap. His 
silencer fell off and he suffered a fouled 
plug because of a too large carburetor 
hastely installed late Friday night in 
order to get his machine running just so 
he could ride. 

Dave Fiala had an outstanding ride. 
By the fifth lap he had come from last 
place to fifth. In lap four he passed 30 
bikes. But, alas, at the finish he was not 
іп there. Don't even know what 
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Тпе thick traffic and dust made many а thankful for the arene 3 "angels in red"'. 
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happened to him. 


J.E. Coburn picked up the lead on lap 
three and held it.for the first place gold. 


Jerry is 26 and says that this is his first 


win in any kind of a race. He liked the 
race much better than the Viewfinders 
GP at the Dunes. 

Yamaha riders were surprised by a 
special engine number check at the 
conclusion of the 250 Novice event. 
Seems like it is getting harder and 
harder to tell the difference between the 
250 and 360 engines. 

Back at the first water crossing, a 
couple of the flagmen had fun building 
a dam to make the water deeper. A two 
foot deep crossing soon developed 
which very quickly started to claim 
non-waterproofed bikes. This same 
group of jokers kept moving stakes to 
direct the riders into the deepest 
portion. 

Throughout all of this, Bob Alderman 


(DKW) managed to pull the win with

Favorite riders in the 250 Am/Ex. 
bash included Larry Pfutzenreuter, 
Gene Cannady and Jim Fishback. Two 
desert riders and a motocrosser. Larry 
jumped to the lead in the first lap. Jim 
got him on the backside of the course 
and held it for three laps. Steve 
Ellsworth grabbed the lead and never let 
it go. Pfutz came hopping around with a 
bent shock, and managed to take second 
place. T. Okamoto and his Bultaco rode 
a consistent race and place third. 

Tom Zahnter on a Rickman was out 
there with the fast guys. He had worked 
his way from the 15th row to the 
leaders. He obviously had the 125 class 
sewed up when he thought he had a flat 
tire. No sweat" says he, "I'll just keep 
going". That was his last lap. The flat 
tire turned out to be the complete loss 
of spokes.

The 
machine is impressive, and I think that 
they would have won it if it were not 
for the tumbling grinding crash they got 
into on the downhill just prior to the 
final straight at the completion of the 
first lap. They were leading at the time. 
The team of Stevens and Sanner on a 
Honda 750 took over the lead after the 
crash and never let go. They haul dass

hasn't been any rain out there for about 
2 years so it’s also dusty. The 
combination of high temperature, dust 
and a tough, fast enduro can produce 
lots of injuries and (in the past) has 
been responsible for a few fatalities. 
CERA elected to take no chances in 
that respect and kept the schedule 
speeds down, in spite of the fact that a 
40 mph wind was blowing, which kept 
things pretty well cooled off. 

The word on the first loop was 
*When you get to the refrigerator, stay 
on the trail." It was good advice. The 
trail crossed Coyote Dry Lake and 
exited about where the lake would fill, 
if there were any water to fill it. There’s 
a couple of muddy sink holes and some 
quick-sand, just waiting for the brave 
soul who ventures off the trail. One guy 
did and promptly buried his bike to the 
handlebars in the mud. Two days before 
the event two of the layout crew found 
a couple of wild burros buried to their 
necks in the quick-sand. They had been 
there approximately four days and were 
near death when the guys found them. 
They dug them out and the animals 
wandered away on very shaky legs, one 
hopes a bit smarter than they were. 

The refrigerator was just that: an old 
abandoned refrigerator with its door 
gaping open that someone sat upright 
on the edge of the dry lake. It’s about as 
incongruous as a Coke sign on the 
moon. 

Loop Number one seemed like it was 
primarily waiting broken up by short 
spurts of riding. Some of the guys that I 
talked to along the trail were a bit 
unhappy. One of the younger members 
who had his 400 Husky about 12 
minutes early, made the remark that the 
enduro performed a totally impossible 
and most likely obscene action which is 
typified by the producing of a partial 
vacuum and inhaling sharply. 

It appeared, however, that riders were 
at least enthusiastic enough to go on to 
the second loop, but they found the 
pace just as slow and along the entire 
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HODAKA at the 9th Annual

course ‘you could see little knots of 
riders, standing quietly, or sitting on 
their machines, glancing every few 
seconds at their watches and looking for 
all the world like busy executives 
waiting for the commuter train from 
Newhaven to Penn Station. 

Loop 2 did contain one neat rock 
wash that someone had nicknamed 
Mattress Canyon, but just at the point 
where it started tó become interesting, 
it ended and we were back on the road 
again. Well, probably Loop No. 3 would 
really be the tough one. 

Loop 3 was not much worse than 
loops 1 and 2 but it did have an 
interesting spot or two. Like this hill. 
From about half a mile away you could 
see this hill with riders and bikes all over 
it. And you could see why, too. The 
trail went parallel to the base of the hill 
right to the center and then made an 
abrupt left turn to go up. With the turn 
so sharp you couldn't get any run at the 
hill at all. This late in the enduro I 
wasn't about to push up any hills if I 
could help it. I figured I'd just widen 


at the same time at the top of a difficult hill. 



















out that turn a bit and hit that baby 
wide open in third. Sure. About the 
time I got up to 40 mph and was just 
starting my turn the ground dropped 
away and I needed an altimeter to go 
with my speedometer. So that's why 
they laid out the trail in such a peculiar 
fashion,'cause there's a three-foot ledge 
to drop off if you don't stay on the 
trail, I says to myself as I'm plummeting 
earthwards. Somehow everything held 
together and my strategy worked. I 
hurtled up to the top of the hill and 
blasted right into a check, one minute 
early. Sometimes even when you win 
you lose. 

When I got back in my wife says, 
“Honey, how come you didn’t even 
wave after you did that nice jump for 
me?” 

“You were out there at the hill taking 
pictures?” I asked. She nodded. Quick 
as a flash, I reasoned that she couldn’t 
possibly have seen the look of terror in 
my eyes when I went off that cliff 
because I had my green goggles on, so I 
said in my most casual voice, “Well, I

didn't. know when you were going to 
shoot the picture and I didn't want to 
spoil it for you by waving." Right. I had 
been so intent on survival I hadn't even 
seen her. 

After the run I talked to a lot of guys 
who agreed that the schedules were 
pretty slow and they like it just fine! 
Apparently after the last few really 
tough runs the guys are ready for 
something a bit easier. 

The marking on the course was very 
well done. The wind that I mentioned 
earlier blew away all the lime and 
destroyed most of the arrows but there 
was enough ribbon tied so that it was 
never difficult to find your way. Some 
of the better riders complained that the 
check placement was off in several spots 
and I think one check has been 
protested, but some riders have some 
very low scores, which makes it 
improbable that the check-distances 
were very far off. It's pretty difficult to 
pick a winner on a run like this. There

were many scores in the neighborhood 
of 5 and 6 and rumors of several even 
lower. Bud Howesman reportedly had a 
score of 0 at the beginning of the third 
loop and finished with about 3 points 
lost, but there was a rumor of another 
fellow who only lost 1, total. 

CERA's next effort is the Golden 
Bear 200 miler. This run is already 
becoming something of a classic in 
Southern California, except that it's 
likely to die an early death unless Ed 
Wight gets a bit of help. Belonging to 
CERA and paying your entry fees is 
great but it takes a few warm bodies to 
put on a run. Everybody that rides the 
enduros ought to figure on working on 
at least one of them each year in some 
capacity. Either that or figure on having 
enduros develop like motocross has here 
in Southern California. If you want high 
entry fees, short rides and character-less 
runs just leave it up to the guys who see 
it as a neat way to make a buck.

feel anything? Are you involved? Does it have a visual 
interest for you in its composition, action, tonality, 
anything? Does it move you in any possible way? If 
not, the photographer has failed to attract your 
interest and convey a visual image of what happened 
at a certain place at a certain time. 

Go onto the next photograph, and the next, and 
the next, searching for that certain slap-in-the-face 
quality of action or that subtle emotion that can be 
glimpsed in a man’s eyes at 100 miles per hour, 

Notice the different styles of riders, Some riders 
can do all kinds of tricks and others don’t, so watch 
for the cross-up specialist or the bounce-off-the-berm 
artist. 

FIRST IS THE BEST 

The starting line and first turn is always a good 
place for action. If you want wrecks or near-wrecks 
or shots of massed riders thundering around in clouds 
of dust, this is where it’s at. If you can get on the 
outside of the first turn and be looking down the 
straight for the start line you will be in a great 
position for a series of photographs. 

JUMPS, NATCH 

Jumps are a favorite photographic situation and for 
good reason. The sight of a rider all crossed up and 
sideways is impressive. Even more impressive (and 
much harder to get) is a shot of two or three riders 
jumping at the same time. I got tired of jump shots, 
though. Impressive as they are, they all start to look 
the same. 

A good variation of the jump shot is a super-close 
up of a portion of the bike or rider. Figure out about 
where a rider's wheel will hit when he lands and focus 
on that spot. Pan with him as he approaches and try 
to fire right as he hits. Like much race photography, 
this is a hit-or-miss method but if you get lucky you 
can get frame flex, compressed shocks and tires, and 
an egg-shaped Akront. Try this on the rider’s face or 
body. Maybe you сап immortalize a spine 
temporarily shaped like a mountain road. 

BERMS 

My favorite place is the outside of a good sandy 
berm, Eureka! In my opinion it is the essence of 
motocross, Imagine it: three riders thundering into 
the corner, bumping into each other, bikes all 
cranked over, footpegs dragging, see-sawing sideways, 
sand exploding from the rear wheels, front tires 


Sandy berms are exciting, particularly when one riders pushes another one 
over. 


Fantastic, Shoot him at a 1/1000 and see what you 
get. Nothing. Just a guy on a bike. Shoot him at 1/30 
and see what you get. Beautiful. The bike is a jolting 
mass of machinery, the spokes have disappeared 
because of the speed, and the background is moving 
past at the speed of sound, Panning is simple. Just put 
the subject in the center of the finder and keep him 
in the same spot as if you were going to literally 
shoot him with a gun. Press the release slowly so you 
won't jolt the camera (you always shoot that way) 
and follow through like Arnold Palmer. With color 
film the effect is even better. 
DESERT 

The desert has its own special set of requirements 
for that certain picture. It’s a bear to photograph 
decently. If you want to get a shot of your pal in a 
race the chances are slim unless you stand at a 
bottleneck. To stand anywhere else in the course 
would invite a very exciting head-on shot, and your 
last one. Best bet is to hang around the pits and get 
those faces full of victory and fatigue. Or stand in a 
spot where the riders have to single file and you can 
hide safely behind a rock, like a chasm. The rest of 
your photos will probably be vast expanses with the 
biker a speck in the middle. 


FLAT TRACK 

Scrambles, half miles, TT, and other flat track 
events call for quick reflexes. The hot set-up these 
days is feet-up slides, full-lock variety. Watch riders as 
they apex turns, find their line, and focus on the spot 
where they get the most out-of-shape. Pan with the 
dudes and shoot just before they pop into focus. By 
the time your reflexes take over the rider should be 
spot-on. This is a good time to get two and three guys 
elbowing each other, shifting each other’s gears and 
stuff like that. Jumps in flat tracks aren’t nearly as 
exciting as motocross although they seem to loop the 
machines more often, Standing on the outsides of 
turns is scary but you can get better face shots and 
more radical-looking action there. 

Half miles and miles are tough. The fellers are 
moving so fast you don’t have time to do much of 
anything but shoot anything that’s in focus. First 
turns are peachy for handlebar-grinders. After that, 
try to get pictures from the angle you aren’t likely to 
see, One thing about most roundy-rounder pictures: 
they all look alike. So try something different. Like 
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panning a fast rider as he laps a slower rider, Looks 
neat. 
CRASHES, if you must 

Yes, us bikers do get on our heads every now and 
then. Stand at the first turn at the start of the first 
moto of the second division of the 250 Novices and 
you are guaranteed one. The most spectaculat crashes 
are the ones everybody least expects and always 
happen when you are changing film or, at best, have 
your camera dangling at belly level. If you see a boffo 
get-off and don't have the thing ready, just shoot 
from the hip. If you've ever gotten off you know how 
crashes happen — fast. You won't have time to put 
the camera to your mug, adjust the meter, focus, 
compose the frame, and shoot. If you're fairly 
experienced you can grab the focus ring and pin it in 
vaguely the right direction while you shoot. With luck 
you'll immortalize the scene. The worst that can 
happen is a wasted frame, a whole three cents worth. 
Always remember that film is cheap, so when in 
doubt, shoot and-ask questions later.

THE KIND FOLKS WHO MAKE IT ALL 
POSSIBLE 

Don't forget that it is more than a race. It is a 
human event that contains elements of every side of 
the human character. It can be high drama, full of 
tension and strain, or it can be a dismal parade of 
ho-hum proportions. It can be a great tragedy or 
terrific comedy. 

Because a race is a human event, try and show the 
human side. Be on the alert for anything, anywhere, 
any time. See that girl friend hugging her weekend 
warrior? Get it. Or how about that rider over there 
kicking that glass tank to pieces because it quit on 
him when he was in the lead? See what I mean? 
Possibilities everywhere. 

Ernest Hemingway said that everyone has at least 
one good novel inside them. If that’s so, then surely 
they have at least one good photograph. Be there 
when it happens.

Improvements Cause Problems at Willow

WILLOW SPRINGS, CAL., April 9, 
1972 — Willow Springs is one of my 
favorite road racing tracks, and I always 
look forward to a race there. We arrived 
early and I took the time to walk the 
track. The straight has been repaved, 
and the bigger holes have been filled. 

The repaving caused some problems 
during practice. Where the paving ends 
at the end of the straight there is a slight 
drop. The suspension oscillation that 
this causes and the lift caused by the 
strong headwind combined to ruin some 
peoples’ day. 

I was motoring out of the first turn 
during the last practice when I came 
upon riders, bikes, and bike parts 
flailing all over the track. A 350 
production bike and a Kawasaki H1-R 
had come to earth in a most painful 
manner. Fortunately, no one was 
seriously hurt and I went back to trying 
to find some braking points. 

My hopes for glory in the production 
race were somewhat dimmed when 
Cahrles Strohmberger blew past me in 
the flat-out sweeper. So I amused 
myself by watching the several girls that 
were swooping about the track for the 
rest of practice.

changed due to an 
problem.

The lightweight production saw 
Dennis Jones (Oss) in vain pursuit of 
M.L. Koop (Suz) for the entire distance. 


In the LeMans start of the 
heavyweight production event I had to 
make two stabs at the gear lever to find 
first and arrived at the first turn about 
eighth. On the back straight somebody 
ran off the course, and I was able to 
pass several riders who slowed. 

The beginning of the second lap 
found me in fourth behind some fellow 
on a Suzuki 350. I outpowered him and 
found myself on an empty race track. 
The 750’s of Endicott and Kilgroe had 
completely disappeared. 

About the fifth lap my pit crew 
began to signal me that someone in my 
class was closing on me. I could hear 
another engine beside me exiting turn 
five three laps later. I was saved by a 
jackrabbit bounding across the track, 
causing us both to shut off. On the next 





lap, though, Charles Gulyash (Kaw) 
came around anyway. With some luck 
and the right traffic situations I was able 
.to pass him a few laps later. 

While we were scrapping Endicott 
lapped us. “Wow,” I thought, “this is 
my chance to really pick up some tips. 
I'll follow Endicott." So I turned up the 
wick and tried to keep him in sight. The 
slide caused by locking up my rear 
wheel in turn five dampened my ardor 
somewhat. 

I kept waiting for Kilgroe to lap me, 
but he never came by, and, as the 
checkers came out, I thought 
“Endicott’s done it ágain”. 

Endicott had things differently in the 
350 to Open Senior GP race. He took 
the lead initally on a sweet-sounding 
BSA 750, but on the first turn of lap 
two Pat Evans on his Yamaha 350 
passed the more powerful BSA. Evans, 
who seems to like Willow a great deal, 
continued to pull smoothly away for 
the win. Ned Marandino blitzed his high 
barred Norton 750 to third spot. 

My Kawasaki 500 likes clutch starts 
and I arrived second at the first turn of 
the 350-Open Junior event behind 
Strohmberger. On the second lap I 
found myself in the lead. Visions of 
wealth and fame faded as David Racine 
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on his Honda Super Duper Hawk 
walked around me in the sweeper on lap 
eight. 

On the next lap we charged out of 
the 90 mph turn six and found a 
flagman hopping around excitedly and a 
bike and rider sprawled on the track. I 
rolled off the throttle thinking how 
much the guy was hurting. Racine 
slowed, and since there was no flag out I 
rolled it on and passed him. He ripped 
right past me again in the sweeper. A lap 
later I dallied in my braking in turn 
three, and Joe Ikegami (Yam 350) went 
by. 

I couldn’t catch Ikegami, and he 
couldn't catch Racine. Because of this I 
decided to cool it on the last turn of the 
last lap which is probably all that saved 
me when my crank seized on the exit. I 
was close enough to coast home without 
being passed again. 

The ambulance driver said that the 
guy who had crashed had a broken 
wrist. George Roche, winner of last 
week's Riverside race, arrived after the 
last race. He had apparently been 
working on his bikes all day. We 
watched him go ‘round for a bit and 
went home.

Mike Bast is the current number one 
speedway rider in the United States and 
-one of the seven -people to venture 
down to` Australia on a traveling 
American racing team. 

Bill Cody is one of the few underrated 
speedway racers in the U.S. Cody also 
does equally well on a half-mile bike 
when he has time to indulge in that sort 
of thing. He accompanied Bast and the 
other five men to Australia. 

Bruce Flanders, the interviewer, rides 
speedway, announces races, and is a 
frequent contributor to Cycle News. He 
was commissioned by CN to find out 
what it was actually like down under.

CN. What was the first thing about 
Australia that impressed you? 

BAST. Driving on the wrong side of the 
road. They drive on the left and it takes 
a long time to get used to it. 


CN. Did you have to rent cars while you 
were down there?

BAST. No. We stayed with local 
speedway racers and they would go out 
of their way to lend us their cars when 
we needed them. I stayed with Bill 
Landels and he commuted to work on 
his bike while we got the use of his 
wheels. 
CODY. There was no freeway system or 
even any good highways. It took an 
awful long time to get anywhere on the 
streets. We had to go ten miles to get to 
the race track in Sydney and it took 
almost 45 minutes to get there. 
Everybody in Sydney has a road 
book, they call it, and you have to have 
one otherwise you get so screwed up 
you'll never find your way back. Once 
you do get outside of the city the 
countryside is really beautiful. Great 
rivers and just really beautiful country 
side. 
CN. How would you travel. from 
racetrack to racetrack? 
CODY. We flew. The promoter packed 
us up into a plane and they flew us to 
the next race location. The bikes were 
loaded into a van and arr, would drive 
to the next track.

CN. Even on the nights that you raced 
three nights in a row? 

CODY. The race tracks were about 500 
miles apart and we flew all but one 
time. 

BAST. Yeah, that was in New Zealand 
and all the airports were closed and we 
had to be at another track the next day. 
We had to jump on a ferry and go 
between the islands. We ended up 
sleeping on the docks and ended up 
flying anyway. 

The ferry landed and we were waiting 
for our bikes which didn't show for a 
long time and when they did we had 
just enough time to catch a plane to get 
to the races. 


CN. How many different tracks did you 
ride? 

CODY. In Australia there were four. 
Sydney Showgrounds, Liverpool, 
Adelaide and Melbourne. We also rode 
two tracks in New Zealand. Liverpool 
was a "D" shape around 450 yards long. 
Melbourne was a British League track 
about a quarter with long chutes and 
tight corners. It was real slick like Costa 
Mesa. 





Adelaide was the best racetrack I've 
ever seen in my life. It was almost 
perfectly round and you had to 
practically create your own straights. 
It was 440 on the pole and you just 
couldn't believe how beautiful it was. 
The surface was just like a cinder, only 
it was white. You could go around there 
feet up, you didn't even need to put 
your foot down. Full bore all the way. 

The track was at the bottom of a 
rock pit and the stands were just steps 
cut out of the rock. Most of the people 
sat on these steps with pads that they 
brought themselves because the 
promoter charged them 20 cents more 
to sit in the grandstands. 

BAST. It was beautiful and right in the 
center of the city. Pretty green grass all 
over the infield and very clean. 


CN. How many people would they get 
at the races? 

CODY. That night in Adelaide they got 
over 18,000 people. They just packed 
them in. And very enthusiastic fans, 
too. 

CN. How much would it cost the fans to 
go? 


SOME PEOPLE HAVE NEVER 
SEEN A GOOD HANDLEBAR, 
MUCH LESS...OWNED ONE. 
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BAST. The night that we were there it 
cost $1.50 Australian. 

CODY. The normal rate is a buck but 
they charged 50 cents more while we 
were there. They also have a family rate 
at about $3.50 but remember they 
don’t make as much as we Americans 
do. 


CN. So, let’s see, they had 18,000 
people and they were charging a buck 
fifty to get in. How much did you get 
paid for riding? 

CODY. Six dollars a point and six 
dollars a show against $100 guarantee. 
That was for each of us. And you had to 
really do some riding to make any more 
money and the maximum you could 
make was maybe $140 or $150 in the 
whole night. 


CN. Which track did you like the best? 
CODY. I personally liked Liverpool 
track the best because I did my best 
there. 
BAST. I liked Western Springs in New 
Zealand. I didn't do very good there but 
I still liked it best, if I have to pick on. 
I didn't like the big round-shaped 
tracks because my bike was giving me 
troubles on the big hand-it-all-on-type 
racing and it wouldn't hold together. I 
was running the concentric carburetor 
that we have found to be the best on

promoters. We had to ride whenever and 
wherever he made arrangements for us 
to ride. 

CODY. We were promised two rides a 
week and a $100 guarantee. We actually 
only raced about 1% times a week, we

did get the money. 

At first the promoters were skeptical 
of the Americans even being able to put 
on a show but Chuck Jones and his 
parents did a fine job of convincing 
them that we were capable of getting it

CN. What do the promoters think now? 
CODY. They want us back next year. 


CN. Who was the most impressive rider 
you saw down there? 

BAST. It had to be Bill Landels. He 
rides with bars like Konle and never gets 
into a slide but he goes like hell. 


CN. Do they run their speedway 
meetings differently than we do here? 
CODY. Well, along with 18 heats of 
speedway they run sidehacks, midgets 
and a stock car program all in one night. 
They start at 7:30 and get over around 
midnight. 

BAST. There is no fooling around 
during the show. Your own races are 
about three minutes apart and you 
better be ready. One time they really 
got on my case because! stoppedout on 
to the track and didn’t have my helmet 
on yet. Boy, did they get bent! 

CODY. You should see the drag. They 
get the whole track drug in what seems 
like 30 seccnds. No kidding. They must 
run 80 with the drag all the way around. 


CN. Anything else different there? 

CODY. They run three-lap heat races 
and sometimes four-lap handicap heats. 
But they don’t get to run too many 





the small tracks and it would run out of 
fuel when it would get on the great big 
tracks. I burnt holes in three pistons 
while I was down there. 


CN. How far apart were the races? 
CODY. Two weeks apart at Liverpool 
with other traveling in between. We 
spent one whole week in Adelaide and a 
few days in Melbourne. 

The promoters had a thing about 
letting us practice on the track and 
would promise us a whole day on the 
track while they actually only let us 
practice about a half hour. In Sydney 
on the third-mile track they only let us 
have a half hour during the week and it 
was raining the whole time. I only got in 
two laps, which didn’t help much. 


CN. Was it one promoter or an 
association of promoters that brought 
you down there? 

BAST. One promoter named Frank 


Olivere contracted for us to ride and

handicap heats because of all the team 
racing. 


CN. Did you get to ride any of the 
handicap races? 

BAST. One time, Sonny (Nutter) and I 
came from the 80-yard line while Bill 
was back at the 90. Landels was back on 
the 130-yard line. Sonny won that one 
and Landels was second. 


CN. Did you have any racing goodies 
that the Aussies wanted? 
BAST. Everything we had they wanted. 
We had quick change gearing on the 
rear hub, you know, knockoff hubs by 
Barnes. Boy, they couldn’t believe those 
and they offered good money for them. 
CODY. They wanted our Bell bags and 
our T-shirts. 
BAST. Yeah, they were digging on our 
T-shirts with the writing and stuff on 
them. They really went for the Flanders 
T-shirts with the picture of the racer on 
the back (A plug for Bruce, by 
Bruce...Ed.) 
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BAST:

attitude changes. 


CODY. They wanted our leathers. Even 
our old leathers. We all sold our leathers 
and I got 80 bucks for my old set. 
BAST. I even sold my boots. In fact, 
about all I had left when we came back 
was underwear. 

CODY. The one main thing they 
couldn’t believe was the gearboxes we 
had in our ESO’s. They didn’t even 
know that ESO’s came from the factory 
with gearboxes. They were afraid that 
they were some trick thing that the 
Yanks had dreamed up and it was going 
to blow them out into the weeds. 
BAST. They really thought that we 
were going to wipe them when they first 
spotted those two-speed boxes. Man, it 
really shook them up. 


CN. Do you think that the ESO’s with 
the two-speed boxes were actually 
something that just couldn’t be sold to 
international competition. 

CODY. Exactly. In fact, they are illegal 
on a track under 600 yards. 


BAST. And not only that but we get - 


charged $150 more for the gears. 


CN. So direct drive is the hot set-up for 
international competition? But what 
about the two-speed trannies that were 
in your bikes when you went down 
there? Did they hassle you about them? 
BAST. No hassles but we couldn't use 
them while racing. 

CODY. A couple of us did use them at 
Sydney on the third-mile but it wasn't 
any real advantage. 


CN. But they were really impressed with 
your leathers and gears. Anything else? 
BAST. They were really impressed with 
our steel shoes but for a different 
reason. They have little tiny things that 
look like a cross between a tap on the 
front of the foot and a beer can going 
back. They thought our bulletproof 
shoes were about three times too heavy. 
CODY. Each one of those guys makes 
his own skid shoe and takes great pride 
in it. They have to resurface them about 
every four meetings. They also wear 
superlight road race boots instead of the 
heavy protective ones we use. 


CN. What did they have that impressed 
you enough to copy? 
CODY. It has to be the dual float set-up 
for the big tracks. Two of those monster 
Dellortos with one on each side. That 
way you don't run out of fuel anywhere 
on the track. 
BAST. The solo seat idea got tome the 
most. They ran a little single seat and 
somehow got a lot more banana seat 
and looking like we are getting more 
bite but these guys just sit there in one 
spot and blow you into the weeds. 

Bill was the first of us to put on a 
solo-type seat and I feel that it really 
improved his performances. 


CN. Mike, your major problem was the 
concentric carburetor, wasn’t it? 

BAST. Yeah, they’re neat on the little 
tracks but gave me nothing but troubles 
on the big tracks. I’m going to set one 
machine up for big tracks and another 
for the smaller ones. Now I’ve got to 
re-learn how to ride the little ones. 


CN. How much did tires and stuff like 
that cost them? =~ 

CODY. A 19-inch rear tire cost around 
$18 and they are easy to come by in 
Australia. When we got to New Zealand 
they were hungry for everything and I 
sold every tire I had including the used 
one that was on my bike. In fact the 
scooter is coming home without a rear 
tire and even a lot of other stuff that 
was on it. 

BAST. The one thing that stands out in 
my mind is the way these guys would 
take a brand new tire and start cutting 
on it. I really learned some tricks about 
cutting speedway tires. They’d spend 
four hours razoring a brand new tire." 
CODY. Another interesting thing is that 
parts in Australia are a lot cheaper. A 
quick comparison is a piston costs about 
$45 here and over there they were only 
$19. AII the rest of the parts were about 
the same ratio. 


CN. Is the JAP engine dead in 
international competition? 

BAST. Yes. 

CODY. Definitely dead as far as the big 
boys are concerned. 

BAST. We ran into one bloke in 
Australia who was about 45 or 50 and 
riding a JAP that looked like it barely 
survived the war. We were all chuckling 
about him before the races and then he 
proceeded to give us some of the finest 
riding lessons we’ve ever seen. What I’m 
trying to say is that he beat most of us 
all night. All the big names, even Ronnie 
Moore, are riding ESO’s. 


CN. Do you think we should change any 
of our rules to conform more to 
international competition? 

CODY. Our rules are like international 
competition but I would like to see one 
thing changed. When a rider falls they 
all instantly drop their bikes. Very 
quick, confident, and sure, not to 
mention safe. When they restart the 
event the guy who fell does not get to 
participate in the restart. It's sure a lot 
safer and the spectators actually get a 
better show while nobody gets one of 
those rude footpegs in the back. The 


first instinct of every rider down there is. 


to drop their bikes. It's really neat. 

The referee is the one who stops the 
race. The race isn't left going with some 
poor dude lying out there on the track. 
VAST. Over there the referee is God 
and what he says goes. They are almost 
the most impartial refs I've ever seen. If 
you do something wrong he tells you 
but he only has to say it once. 

CODY. There was only a couple of falls 
while we were there but everybody on 
the race track just instantly dropped 
their bikes. 
BAST. Yeah, it's an automatic thing 
with them. 


CN. Anything else? 

BAST. When a rider breaks the tape he 
isn't excluded from the restart; he just 
gets fined $5. Now, I think that is a 
good rule but it should be a bigger fine 
over here and the rider should pay the 
money to the benevolent fund. 

CODY. I think they should be excluded. 
BAST. Don't listen to Cody. He never 
breaks a tape. It's hell to be excluded 
from a big money main just for 
dropping your clutch a little early. 
CODY. The exclusion rule is a big 
controversy but I think it's good. 


CN. Were the gates quicker over there? 
CODY. Much, much faster. No waiting 
around and burning clutches at the 
starting line. 

BAST. They cheat over there. Not really 
cheat, but Eddie Mulder would feel 
right at home. They like to lag back and 
take a flyer.

CODY. They don't have a ready line 
like we do. You have to be ready at 
least 10 or 15 feet before the tape 
‘cause it could go at any time. 


CN. Would you like to see that system 
adopted here? 

CODY. The faster gates 
dropping of the ready line, no. 
BAST. Same here.

CN. What do you forsee in regards to 
team racing here? 

BAST. I don’t think that local teams 
would work. It might get to be like 
roller derby. 

CODY. I think we should have more 
international teams visit here. In fact, 
we should bring an Aussie team up here 
so we can win one. The thing is that you 
will never learn true speedway while 
riding at Orange County or Bakersfield. 
Before I went over there I thought there 
was nothing like American for racing. 
When you go over there your whole 
racing attitude changes and you have to 
learn how to ride speedway. 

BAST. The Europeans have got it right 
when they say that the money is the 
best over here but the racing and the 
attitude of the racers is a lot different 
over there. 


CN. Are you looking forward to the 
possibility of a quarter-mile at Aggie’s 
new Ascot? 

BAST. That’s where I’m going to be 
racing. 

CODY. Me too. You actually won’t 
learn any true spedway style riding the 
little tracks. Sure it’s exciting for the 
spectator but it isn’t true speedway. 


CN. Would you do the whole Australian 
thing again? 

BAST. Most definitely. Only this time 
we could be prepared better. Like 
knowing just what to bring and what 
conditions to expect. 

CODY. I've already got some plans in 
the works for a whole season down 
there. 


CN. What would you do differently? 
BAST. More gear, more carburetor parts 
and lots of T-shirts and stuff like that. 
CODY. I think I would take my trick 
engine stuff in a suitcase and buy a new 
bike down there. They cost about $600 
less for speedway scooters down under. 
There is just too much jazz to go 
through shipping your bike everywhere. 
At the end of the season down there I 
would sell the scooter because it would 
just be junk anyway after all the abuse 
they get there. 

BAST’ The real hassle right now is the 
possibility of another dock strike and 
our scooters won't be back until the 
15th, maybe. 
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CN. What about the possibility of going 
to England, the hotbed of world 
speedway competition? 

CODY.. Planning on doing it next year. 
BAST. By next year I might be ready to 
find out how hard it is to go after the 
world title. 

CODY. In order to even think of world 
championship riding we’ve got to get 
bigger and better tracks to learn how to 
ride on. 


CN. Any of the Aussies show any 
interest in coming here? 

BAST. All of them would like to come. 
The only problem is that they all have 
good jobs and don’t want to jeopardize 
them. They are all basically low-budget 
racers. 

CODY. No sponsors or tuners to help 
those dudes. They do everything on 
their own. You have to be a totally 
self-sufficent rider because you don’t 
even have a pitman to help you. When 
you want to change gear or you have a 
flat you’re a busy guy because you do 
everything on your own and sometimes 
you only have three minutes between 
races. 


CN. What would you recommend to 
another rider going off on a trip like 
this? 

CODY. Get in touch with a promoter 
from there and get your deal squared 
away before you ever pack your bags. 
You're contracted to one promoter and 
he farms you out to the other 
promoters as an attraction. Remember 
to find out how often he is going to 
guarantee you a ride and who is paying 
for everything. 

BAST. Don’t attempt to go down there 
as a solo because the whole scene is 
team racing and unless you're some part 
of a international team you're nowhere. 


CN. Did you do any other kind of 
racing while you were down there? 
CODY. Didn't have time. 

BAST. You won't tell anybody will 
you? 


CN. Cycle News writers are like priests. 
Your secret is safe with me. Heh-heh. 
BAST. Well we went out to a 
motocross just to watch. I'm standing 
there watching practice and I get this 
itch. You know the feeling. So I talk 
this bloke out. of a ride on his brand 
new CZ. Now these guys got to spend a 
bundle to own a dirt bike. Somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $1700 and I've 
got to promise him I'll cool it. 

So, the officials handicap me about a 
half of a lap on a course about a mile 
long. Now, who can cool it when they 
handicap you that far, in front of all 
those people. So, I start gassing it pretty 
heavy. 

CODY. This animal fails to mention 
that he is wearing street shoes, slacks, a 
T-shirt and a borrowed helmet. Not 
only that, he is under a contract to ride 
speedway only! 

BAST. About the eighth lap I’m going 
pretty good and I take over the lead. 
I’m really digging it. 

CODY. He was grandstanding it for the 
locals. You know, carrying the front 
wheel half way down the straights. 
Really putting on. 

BAST. Anyway, I’ve got about a 
100-yard lead on this guy when I unload 
and that dummy runs right over the top 
of me. 

CODY. He was right on your tail and 
you left him nowhere to go. 

BAST. Well, 
anyway. 
CODY. You only win if you’re there 
when the checkered flag fall. Besides 
that if you hadn’t won those broken 
ribs maybe you would have done 
better..... 


CN. In order to keep Mike Bast’s secret, 
we have to swear all of you to secrecy. 
Most of all, don’t tell his Dad. See 
Mike? We told you; your secret would 
be safe with us. 

The tape recorder blew a trans about 
this time, but the rest of the evening 
was not a total loss because we still had 
some cold beer in the fridge.

The John Player TransAtlantic Trophy Series 


EXCLUSIVE TO C-N FROM THE MAMA COUNTRY 


The bare statistics of the British win 
in the Transatlantic USA versus GB 
team races of 255 points to 212 hide a 
performance by Cal Rayborn that 
proved beyond all doubt that the 
United States has road racers that equal 
of anything that Europe can produce. 

Well over fifty thousand spectators at 
the three circuits of Brands Hatch, 
Mallory Park and Oulton Park saw the 
32-year-old Californian from San Diego 
ride with real fire in his belly on his first 
ever visit to England. It was not an easy 
trip, for on arrival the Tuesday before 
Easter, the Yankee team had to attend a 
Press conference right after a ten hour 
plane journey, and the next day they 
were out practicing at Brands Hatch. So 
much for the time differential! 

Thursday they drove a hundred miles 
from London to practice at Mallory 
Park, and then on Friday they raced at 
Brands Hatch. Saturday was spent 
sorting out problems before racing on 
Sunday at Mallory Park. Straight away 
from Mallory they drove to their hotel 
at Chester arriving at midnight for the 
final meeting the next day at Oulton 
where they saw the track for the first 
time during morning practice. 

Even when racing had finished there 
was no let up. as the team then had to 
drive back over two hundred miles to 
London in Easter holiday traffic to pack 
the bikes before catching the noon 
flight back to California on Tuesday. 

So the Yankee lads were up against a 
ridiculous time schedule from the word 
go and the wonder is that they were 
able to go as well as they did, especially 
Cal Rayborn. He was the backbone of 
the team effort. He won three of his six 
races and was all set to win the final 
race of the series when the poor old 
Harley got a bit tired and lost five 
hundred revs. 

You just can’t give away that sort of 
power to a man like Ray Pickrell on the 
works Triumph Trident 3. Ray moved 
ahead of Cal to make it three wins and 
three seconds for each of them out of 
six races. Tht sums up the whole series 
‘cuz there just was not anyone else 
involved in the nitty gritty hassle for 
first place except Cal and Ray. They 
were tremendously evenly matched, and 
from the very first race stamped their 
authority on the series. Rayborn, who 
at that stage had not seen Oulton Park, 
professed a liking for Brands Hatch were 
the short 1.24 kidney shaped circuit was 
used. In the first race he rocketed to the 
front from the clutch start which was 
used throughout the series and to the 
amazement of the 15,000 spectators 
still led at the end of the first lap and 
the second and the third. 

Cal still led at the end of the fourth, 
and the British reputations of short 
circuit scratchers was looking a trifle 
tarnished. The crowd could not believe 
their eyes and waited for someone in 
the British team to start a challenge. 
Second and third were Cooper and 
Pickrell but then Pickrell broke clear 
and with a lap record at 81.76 mph 
caught Rayborn by half distance. 
Though he pulled ahead slightly Cal 
hung on and obviously learned a bit 
about the right line from Pickrell. 

Behind them things were not gaing 
well for the United States as Ron Grant 
failed to start when his clutch seized 
during the warm up session. In the race 
it became all too obvious why the 
Suzukis had been nicknamed “flexy 


fliers”. Read and Williams took third 
and fourth. Then came Dick Mann 
(BSA) and Don Emde (Kuhn Norton) 
taking fifth and sixth and Cooper 
separated them from the Suzukis of Art 
Baumann and Jody Nicholas who were 
ahead of Tony Jefferies (Triumph-3) 
and Tony Rutter (John Player Norton). 
So at the. end of the first race the score 
was 43 to 35 in favor of the home team. 

Second time out Cooper took the 
lead but at the Druids hairpin second 
turn of the circuit Rayborn had the 
temerity to ride ariybd Cooper to take a 
lead he never relinquished. What is 
more, he went on to equal that lap 
record set by Pickrell in the previous 
race. Williams also equalled it in taking 
third place ahead of Read, but, try as he 
may, Pickrell could not catch Rayborn. 
Things looked a little bright, however, 
for the American team with Grant 
running seventh after his failure in the 
first race, but their hopes were dashed 
by the retirement of Emde when the 
Kuhn Norton ran a flat battery. Any 
Yankee score improvement was at the 
expense of a teammate and once again 
they were beaten by 43-35. 

The crowd left Brands wondering just 
what would have happened over the 
past years in the world road racing 
championships if that man Rayborn had 
left the lucrative world of chasing the 
number 1 plate for the hurly burly of 
the Continental Circus. Certainly he 
would have added color and glamor and 
destroyed forever any idea that road 
racing is the prerogative of Europeans. 

Any thoughts of rushing: up to 
Oulton on Saturday for practice were 
dismissed as the Suzuki team set about 
making new sprockets as to get more 
use of the gearbox, only three cogs of 
which could be used at Brands. Mann 
had handling problems, and the Harley 
was stripped just as a precautionary 
measure. 

The cold weather had not kept the 
crowd away from Brands, and word had 
got ‘round about that man Rayborn so 
at ten in the morning there was a bigger 
crowd at Mallory than they usually get 
by midday. 

Practice had shown that Rayborn was 
still the man to beat with Pickrell the 
only one in the same league. Emde had 
a flat battery on the Kuhn Norton so 
had to swap bikes on the line for 
another Kuhn machine he had never 
ridden. 

At the drop of the flag Cal was away 
first with Pickrell in pursuit and the two 
of them diced for most of the race 
though towards the end Cal found his 
handling a bit difficult on overhard 
tires. During the interval between races 
he dropped his tire pressures by three 
pounds front and rear which helped the 
handling second time out. 

Away from the start shot Jody 
Nicholas on one of the Suzukis. At 
Brands he crashed in practice after a 
misunderstanding by the pits when 
Emde pulled in. Jody, though not hurt, 
was obviously badly shaken by it all. 
But all that was in the past, and he 
raced ahead on the first of the eighteen 
laps and held that position with Cal just 
behind, keeping an eye on the ever 
closing Cooper and Pickrell. 

By lap seven Pickrell was getting too 
close for comfort, so Cal took the lead 
and left the others to fight for second. 
It should have belonged to Jody, but 
the clutch was playing up, and at the 





hairpin on the last lap the bike jumped 
out of gear. Whistling past went Pickrell 
and Cooper. Jody took fourth the 
highest placing so far by any of the U.S. 
apart from Rayborn. 

So to Oulton Park where once again 
trouble struck the United States team 
when Emde became a one hundred mile 
an hour horizontal projectile into the 
trackside mud at Island bend. It meant 
another change of machine and 
aggravation to an old neck injury 
putting him in no mood for racing. 

It was thought that the two and three 
quarter mile circuit would at last be 
something in the Suzuki’s favor, but it 
was not to be. Once again men of the 
day were Cal and Ray. It was nearly Cal 
all the way with him shadowing Pickrell 
for the whole of the first race and then 
taking the lead on the last lap. Cooper 
and Read kept Jody down in fifth spot 
but he had asserted himself as number 
two rider of the team and endeared 
himself to the crowd with his fearless 
riding of the high speed camel. 

The final race of the series would 
decide who was to be the best individual 
rider of the contest which had already 
been won by the British team. Cal led 
Ray by one single point at that stage 
and was out to prove he was the 


' greatest. Ray was equally determined to 


pull back the deficit. 

As they blasted off the line Cal led 
and then took twenty yards out. of them 
all with ultra late braking at the first 
turn. He led, so it was all up to Ray. 

Then fate took a hand in the 
proceedings and the thing that Cal and 
his mechanic Walter Faulk had been 
worrying about all weekend happened. 
The Harley grew tired and with a 
suspected ring broken lost 500 revs. 
enough to lose first to Pickrell, but still 
hold second spot. This time Nicholas 
got the better of Williams to take fourth 
behind Cooper and so become the 
second highest Yankee scorer albeit 31 
points behind Rayborn who scored 69 
out of a possible 72. 

To round off the- perfect day Cal 
Rayborn was voted the man of the 
meeting by a panel of journalists. 

There can be no doubt that the series 
was a success for the sponsors John 
Player and Son Ltd. and for the 
promoters with the big crowds that 
supported the races. It was a marvelous 
opportunity for the Suzuki mechanics 
to see just how badly the super 
powerful 750’s handle and led to some 
earnest looking conversations going on 
with Reynolds frame making specialist 
Ken Sprayson. 


There is talk of having nine man 
teams next year which is fair enough 
and should increase interest. If the 
Suzukis handle by then and Team 
Hansen also comes along the battle 
could be much closer fought. 

Apart from Rayborn who cannot be 
praised too highly for his epic duels 
with Pickrell, the American team lacked 
consistency for one reason or another. 
The scoring was on the basis of twelve 
for a win down to one for last place 
with every rider who started in a race 
eligible for points. Even so, with two 
races at each meeting at no time did 
more than three Americans reach 
double figures. Rayborn did it in every 
race. Mann and Baumann both did it at 
Brands and Mallory whilst Nicholas did 
it at Malloy and Oulton. Mann who rode 
so well at Oulton last year had handling 
problems this time. Emde started well 


with a sixth place at Brands behind his 
captain Mann but was plagued with 
problems ЕЕ and never really got 
going. 

If one might be very stuffy and 
British about it all, it’s not the winning 
that matters. The thing is to have 
competed. 

It was a great series with clean riding 
and no complaints from either side, and 
no one got hurt. As the cockney kid, 
Ray Pickrell, wisecracked “It'll be 
smashing next year if they leave him at 
home”.

250 ENDURO 


SOMETHING TO TIDE THINGS OVER 
WHILE THE BRITISH PLAY CATCH UP.

The Greeves 250 Enduro has all the. 
things that make for good riding. It’s 
got two wheels and a motor. The motor 
works and the wheels go ‘round. It’s 
fast, light and handles well. The first 
time I rode it, I said wow, whatta bike! 
Soon the reason became apparent. I’m a 
motocrosser and so is the Greeves; q.e.d. 

The motor, frame, forks, shocks, 
hubs and geometry are all direct copies 
of the Griffon MX. It is probably more 
accurate to say that the Griffon Enduro 
ts the MX with the necessary enduro 
accoutrements. The gearbox is a wide 
ratio 4-speed unit which worked fine. 
However, I feel another gear would do 
wonders for the 250’s temperment. 
There are not many 250’s around that 
can pull a 4-speed in deep sand or up 
long hills. In other words, the Griffon 
was either screaming or dying when the 
going got rough. The motor puts out 
plenty of stuff, mind you, but the long 
gearing doesn’t give you the big hit 
when you need it. 

The frame is for sure indestructable. 
It will take anything you care to dish 
out. Let’s face it; there are more old 
Greeves around than old riders. The 
tubing is Reynolds 531 (natch) with 
some very sano welding at the joints. 
The large-diameter single down tube and 
massive square section swinging arm do 
not flex. The whole arrangement is 
quite strong and rigid. My only 
complaint is the foot pegs. Like the rest 
of the frame parts, they are monstrous 
and offer no way of letting you down. 
But the undersides have sharp edges that 
could hang you up in the rocky 
sections. 

The forks are special Greeves-Ceriani 
and the shocks are Girling. "Nuf said. 

Greeves makes a good motor. The 
250cc power plant could be a real 
eye-opener when it comes on the pipe, 
but the gear box just drags it down. Too 
"bad. 1 was really impressed with the 
workmanship and functionality 
incorporated into the mill. No frills or 
fancy stuff here. This motor was made

on purpose. Anything that wasn't 
needed, isn't there. The head and barrel 
fins are huge, which makes for happy 
pistons, but the crank case is just big 


" enough to crank and the gear box is just 


big enough for four gears (how "bout 
one more, huh?). The entire set up is 
very light and strong. It has a Motoplat 
ingition (yey) and a Amal carburetor 
(boo). I am thoroughly convinced that 
somewhere deep in the bowels of the 
Amal Carburetor factory is an old Tory 
who firmly believes in taxation without 
representation and never quite got over 
what we did to the British in '76. The 
old coot does nothing all day but drop 
pin worms into the innards of these 
carbs and ship them off to the colonies. 

I thought the air cleaners worked 
fine. Ron Schneiders didn't. Whatever. 

To say the exhaust note is crisp 
would be like saying King Kong was big. , 
Man, this thing is loud. The pipe is long 
and torquey with this juice can thing on 
the end that acts as a spark arrestor and 
takes a bit of the bite off the sound, but 
not enough. The upswept pipe also has a 
penchant for frying cables, gas lines, 
plug wires and any other umbilical 
connections which might fall in its path. 
Being up over the motor and ‘twixt the 
frame tubes, however, makes it, like the 
rest of the bike, unbreakable. 

The wheels are round with traditional 
spokes. Hubs are conical alloy sheet, 
very light, very strong and very boss. In 
keeping with the bulletproof motif of 
the Griffon Enduro, the rims are steel. 
When an enduro rider is up to his tutu 
in boulders and his Akronts are singing 
“Nearer My God To Thee”, he thinks of 
the old steel rims hanging on the wall in 
his garage and a little voice in his Bell 
Star says "dummy". Stick with steel; 
they stay rounder longer. 

The rest of the stuff on the bike is 
O.K., I guess. The lights and horn didn't 
work on the one I got. They're Lucas 
items. Gavin Lucas and Bruce Amal 


grew up in the same neighborhood, if 
you get my drift. 
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If you like going fast in fast places, the Greeves is right up your fireroad. 


The fenders are polished alloy which 
look great until you run into a wall. But 
then so does your face. The petrol tank 
is fiberglass and holds three gallons. It’s 
painted a very foxy metal flake called 
Moorland Blue (I say). Aircraft locknuts 
are used everywhere but on the 
kick-start peddle, which retaliated by 


‘falling off the first day out. 


I must dwell for a moment on the 
speedometer. As every enduro rider 
knows, the speedometer is your friend. 
It will help you get nice zeroes at the 
checks and nice trophies at the finishes. 
Now Greeves, in an obvious effort to 
reduce production costs, is running the 
speedometer off the rear wheel. I had 
thought that this practice had gone out 
with twin-pipe CZ’s, for spinning rear 
wheels do not accurate odometer 
readings make. 


Another thing: The tail light has a 
tendency to come loose whenever an 
editor runs a Greeves Pathfinder over it. 
But then, that’s another story. 

Ah, now that we've dispenced with 
the technicals, let's talk about riding the 
thing. Heaven. It handles the way a

Greeves is supposed to handle. At speed 
it will follow any line you choose. The 
bike is light enough to be flicked about 
through rocks or brush. Turns are real 
fun since sliding is the Greeves' long 
suit. If you wish to cut a tight turn just 
drive the bars right into the sand and 
dial on all the ponies. The bike does the 
rest. Those nasty little baseball sized 
rocks don't seem to bother the Griffon 
and it tracks well through deep sand. 
Lofting over more formidable obsticals 
such as large rocks, logs and other riders 
is a chore since the front end is a bit 
robust and likes to stay in firm contact 
with the ground. Water did not seem to 
bother the Griffon and I took it in well 
over the cases. In fact it only stopped 
running once during the whole test and 
that was because the Amal got excited 
and passed out. Good bike, this. No lie. 

Good, that is, but not good enough. 
Greeves was the marque that changed it 
all. They were the first to go “ding” 
when others went “thump”. Time was 
when if you weren’t riding a Greeves, 
you weren’t going fast. They swarmed 
over the desert like ants over honey. 
Names like Gary Bailey in the West and 
Ron Jeckel in the East struck fear in the 
hearts of the four- strokers. But times 
have changed. Greeves just doesn’t show 
up in the win columns much any more. 
Oh, there’s still a few around; I saw 
Roger Godin going mighty fast on a new 
Griffon MX last summer in New 
England. Jeckel still moves pretty quick 
on his. But aye! there’s the rub. When 
Ron went ISDTing last year, he took his 
Dalesman, even though he's the East 
coast distributor for Greeves. He knew 
that against the big boys, the Greeves 
wouldn't cut it. 

But if you're out for some good times 
in the dirt and are not too concerned 
about winning, give the Greeves Enduro 
a go. It's really a lot of fun. The cobby 
old lunger just grows on you. It's ugly as 
sin, but you'll love it, for sure. And 
though these words may pass away and 
these pages may return whence they 
came, the Greeves will live on; endure, 
so to speak.

“Stump Jumper I” is the name given 
to the first public motorcycle trials to 
be staged by the newly formed Pacific 
International Trials Society, to be held 
Sunday, May 7 at Carnegie Cycle Park 
near Livermore. This event is designed 
to be enjoyed by any rider from 
beginner to expert, and there will be 
five classes to facilitate competition 
among riders of evenly matched skill (or 
lack of it). While providing interesting 
challenges to the expert rider, this event 
will by no means overtax or embarrass 
the novice. A special Junior course will 
be laid out for riders aged 14 years and 
under, and a kid's bicycle trials course 
will be open to ten-year olds and under. 
Trophies will be awarded in all classes. 

The entry fee for this event is $3.00. 
Mufflers and spark arresters are 
required. Helmets are required for all 
riders at Carnegie Park, but this rule will 
be suspended for riders while actually 
competing. Spectators will be admitted 
free. Entries will be accepted from 8 to 
10 a.m. the day of the event. No mail 
entries are solicited. 

This type of event, often called 
“English Trials” or “Observed Trials”, 
stresses precise balance and control over 
difficult or seemingly impossible terrain. 
The course will consist of 
approximately t2 miles of trails and 
obstacles, and each rider will be 
required to complete three laps.

each other. We had tremendous 
co-operation from all the groups. Sgt.

The Intermediates rattled handlebars 
with the reckless abandon evident in 
highly competitive classes like the 250 
Experts. Penton mounted Mark 
Roberts, who has paid his dues many 
times over at Southwest MX Park, kept 
up a pressure cooker pace all afternoon 
for the first place trophy — it was only 
right, SMXP owed him on that score. 
Bob Vaughn towed his Bultaco up from 
Corpus Christi to take second place. 
Bob Hernlund and Louis Rowlett were 
third and fourth. 

The 250 Expert events were running 
battles that saw the lead change hands 
so often that the only thing for sure was 
an outstanding show for the specs. Key 
figures in the free-for-all were Kasson 
Team rider Steve Stackable on a DT-2, 
and CZ riders Gary Bigley of Austin and 
Phil Snipes from Dallas. 

In the opening moto, Bigley’s maroon 
CZ held the lead for two laps with 
Snipes and Stackable following very 
closely. Snipes, in the second position 
was never able to put a move on Bigley 
because of the pressure Stackable was 
pouring on. Stackable got past Snipes in 
the tree-shrouded ravine at the extreme 
end of the course and passed Bigley on a 
long uphill about halfway around. 
Snipes decided he wasn’t all that tired 
and dialed on some more power to pass 
Bigley, but he was unable to catch 
Steve’s Yamaha; at the finish it was 
Stackable, Snipes and Bigley, first, 
second and third. 

Snipes, who said. he was recovering 
from a bout with the flu, put a “‘live ’n 
well” start on the field of 22 remaining 
250’s in the second heat and held the 
lead for three laps. Stackable shadowed 
him until they came to a section with a 
TT jump followed by a rock-strewn 
right hairpin. The two were elbow to 
elbow over the jump. Steve opted for 
the inside line while Phil went outside, 
which was his undoing as he came to 
grief straddling the berm and stalled. 
Stackable walked away with the 
remainder of the moto. i 

The third moto was a rematch 
between Bigley and Stackable since 
Snipes didn’t show at the starting line. 
Bigley made his points with the crowd 
by upstaging Stackable for the win, but 
it was a duel all the way. The two 
Austin-based riders went at it hammer 
and tongs for a full five laps. Bigley 
overshot the turn at the end-of the 
backstretch and nearly took a shortcut 
into the 30 foot deep gully. Stackable 
took over for a lap, but Bigley put on 








his determined countenance and 
regained the lead on the last lap. 

Steve had enough points for the first 
overall, and Bigley took the second 
place cash. Fred Hanna of the Houston 
H&H Racing Team got the third place 
gold after Snipe’s disappearance before 
the third moto moved him up one notch 
from fourth to third place.
